SUMMARY: FIFTH COMITE CONTINUED DEBATE ON THIS ITEM 

MORNING OF NOV. 22, IT HEARD GENERAL STATEMENTS FROM 

USSR, COSTA RICA, ZAIRE AND AFGHANISTAN DELS, WITH ALL 

BUT SOVIETS SUPPORTING 35 POWER (BRAZILIAN) DRAFT 

RES. ARGUMENT BETWEEN SOVIETS ON ONE HAND AND BRAZIL 

AND ARGENTINA ON THE OTHER BROKE OUT OVER QUESTION OF 

ASSESSMENTS OF BRAZIL, MEXICO AND SPAIN AND DISAGREEMENT OVER 

CHARACTER AND EXTENT OF CONSULTATIONS. EXPLANATIONS OF 

VOTE WERE THEN OFFERED BY LIBYA, TOGO, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, 

GHANA, ZAMBIA, SWAZILAND, LIBERIA AND SAUDI ARABIA DELS.
